There is more printed material being sold to 
the American public than ever before. 

As an indication of the effectiveness of printed matter, 
an advertisement was recently placed in the Readers Di- 
gest. It provoked mare than one million replies. What 
does this imply? First, these are profitable results. Sec- 
ond, this illustrates the fact that people not only read 
magazines but are moved by what they read. 

This is true of the Evangel. The nature of its content— 
religious news and doctrinal teachings—and the superb 
quality of the magazine is such that, if it is placed in the 
hands of readers, it will be read; and it will move the 
people to shape their thinking according to the truths it 
teaches. 

Magazines are not only kept and read for many weeks 
after reaching the subscriber, but they are passed from 
one member of the family to another, from one family to 
another, and in some cases, from one neighborhood to 
another. 





Advantages of 70,000 circulation 

The limitation of any magazine’s effectiveness is low 
circulation. Low circulation means higher unit cost. It 
costs almost as much to produce 50,000 as it does 70,000. 
Therefore, the greater the circulation the lower the in- 
dividual unit cost. We do not want to increase the price 
of the Evangel. Neither do we want to decrease the circu- 
lation by a price increase. However, the only way in- 
creased production costs can be offset is either by in- 

creased price or increased circulation.

It was organized with eight members in 1886; it received 
the great outpouring of the Holy Ghost in 1896; the first 
General Assembly convened in 1906; the Supreme Council 
was instituted in 1916; our present form of administration 
by boards and committees began in 1926; the Church es- 
tablished its first missionary work in Europe and Asia in 
1936; and our unwieldy annual Assemblies were changed 
to biennial meetings in 1946. All of these moves have 
proved to be important and beneficial to the progress and 
ministry of the Church. Now it is 1956—what significant 
step will we take this year? May God grant that it will be 
the greatest year we have ever had. We should give our- 
selves to much prayer and consecration that God will be 
with us in all that we do everywhere throughout this mo- 
mentous year. What we do must not be by human will or 
determination but rather in the spirit of humility by the 
leadership of His Holy Spirit. He has brought us thus far 
and He will lead us on. 

The Church of God was organized on August 19, 1886; 
our General Assembly this year will close on August 19— 
our 70th anniversary. What a wonderful time of fellow- 
ship and rejoicing this should be. May it also be a time 
of rededication and consecration to the spiritual ideals 
that gave birth to the Church of God.

white unto harvest. There are towns and cities 

everywhere that are hungry for the full gospel. 
Many of them have few or no Pentecostal churches. 
Many of them do not have a 
Church of God. Often letters come 
to our office from Church of God 
members who say that there is 
no church where they live. A 
church was recently set in order 
in one of our northern towns and 
the principal congregation was 
made up of former Church of God 
members who had moved there 
from other places. I am told that 
in another city that no less than 
one hundred who are or were 
Church of God members, or are 
friends of the Church, have stated 
that they would attend the 
Church of God if we had one organized in that city. 

People are hungry for the gospel. The Church is well or- 
ganized. There are more finances than ever, and I see no 
reason why the Church should not make its greatest 
progress in history. Many of our states have large districts 
with no church. Sometimes the district pastor lives miles 
away. Why not form a new district with no churches in 
it? Appoint a young man, even an exhorter; let him know 
that he is assigned to that district, and encourage him 
to see what he can make of it. The results might be sur- 
prising. 

I am informed that a Pentecostal group who has only 
fourteen churches in one of our southern states now has 
a drive to establish one thousand churches in that state. 
What are we going to do? With so many self-supporting 
churches already and with many good Christian workers 
already in this state, we should be second to none. 

Many of our ministers, both young and old, are becom- 
ing concerned about our evangelistic program. They are 
tired of dry services with no converts. District pastors are 
not satisfied to report no new. churches on their districts 
year after year. Since the camp meetings and prayer con- 
ferences of last year, they have become burdened over 
the stalemated conditions in many places and are anxious 
to establish new churches and Sunday Schools. Something 
is bound to happen when God’s people become alarmed 
over conditions and go to God in prayer about it. 

With the unity and harmony that now is prevailing 
among the ministers, along with the state evangelistic 
program, combined with the youth program and state 
youth camps, we predict one of the most successful 
years in the Church. 

Small issues that often gender strife and are of minor 
importance to the Spirit-filled life are being laid aside 
for more important things, such as revivals, evangelism, 
salvation of souls, promotional programs, Christian train- 
ing, and things that are of the utmost importance to the 
Church if it is to hold its rightful place. We have the best 
government in the world, more members, more churches, 
more preachers, and more money. There is only one thing 


A S WE LOOK OUT into the future the fields are 
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that will hinder and that is the lack of consecration on 
the part of God’s ministers. 

The Assembly of 1954 was said by many to be the best 
that we had had for several years, but we are looking for- 
ward to 1956 to be even greater. Both ministers and laity 
are in better fellowship. Most of the jittery feeling that 
so many had last Assembly has now gone. God has blessed 
His people in a marvelous way, and I believe He has di- 
rected the leaders of the Church in their decisions, and 
the Holy Ghost has put His approval upon their actions. 
So the Church moves on without a break—stronger than 
ever. We, therefore, look forward to the next Assembly 
to be the greatest in our history. 


editorial

ANYONE WHO ATTEMPTS to predict the fu- 
ture runs the risk of seeming ridiculous when time 
proves him wrong. I hope that the things I foresee for 
our publications will not make me seem ridiculous a year 
from now. What I foresee is based 
upon the experience of the past, 
the trend of the present, and the 
need of the future. 

Following a landmark year in 
our endeavors, I feel certain that 
1956 will be even a greater yeas. 
the first time in the history of the 
Church of God we are catching 
up with the times in some as- 
pects of the publishing field. 

In 1956 we should see a steady 
improvement in our Sunday 
School literature. Some of the im- 
provements effected during 1955 
will reach the readers in 1956. 
These improvements and those now being made will 
improve the over-all quality of the literature, in ap- 
pearance, content and scope. The most modern tech- 
niques are now being used by Brother Stanley, Sister 
Wales, Sister Carroll, and the Sunday School writers. 
Our graded curricula will be expanded, but # will be 
several years before we have graded courses to offer all 
departments. Sunday School accessories, particularly in 
the form of students’ workbooks, will be begun or im- 
proved. At present we are concentrating our attention 
and efforts on our Sunday School literature so we can 
know that our readers and students have the finest 
available helps. 

This prediction may sound a little strange, but I believe 
that Brother Willis will somehow manage to improve a 
publication that needs no improving. How that which is 
already superlative can be made better I do not know, but 
knowing his zeal, inspiration, and ability, as I do, I feel 
that The Lighted Pathway has not yet attained its max- 
imum and potential in reader appeal and journalistic 
mastery. 

As for the Evangel I see a greater service to our read- 
ers, a new informality, a greater use of illustrations, an 
increasing use of offset printing, and a more deliberate 
programing of each issue. One unfortunate thing I fore- 
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see is an increase of subscription price. Constantly rising 
production costs and well-planned improvements will 
likely necessitate a moderate increase of subscription 
rates. The Evangel has been printed at an annual finan- 
cial loss since its beginning in 1910. I do not believe we 
will be able to break even in 1956, but I do feel that we 
will come nearer to breaking even. I foresee the greatest 
Evangel circulation in the history of our Church. Our goal 
is to reach 70,000 circulation. This will be a marvelous in- 
crease, but I believe it can be reached if all the Church 
will feel responsibility in achieving it. 

Two other periodicals that are only supervised in the 
Editorial Department should have considerable increases 
during 1956. One is the “Macedonian Call” issue of the 
Evangel, edited in the Missions Department and the other 
is The Pilot edited in the Youth Department. Naturally, the 
“Macedonian Call” will increase in circulation along with 
the Evangel since it is only a special issue of this publi- 
cation. Even though ideal cooperation already exists, a 
closer mutuality in 1956 will feature more missions ma- 
terial in the regular Evangel, thereby providing a “Mace- 
donian Call” that is able to give greater attention to layout 
and design. This will make it even more compatible with 
the tremendous reader appeal of its editorial content. The 
Pilot will continue its practicality and editorial fitness. 
Its improvement will lie largely in its suggestiveness and 
locally adaptable program material. The experience of its 
writers will increase during 1956, and this will automati- 
cally increase its program. 

One of our most ambitious programs for the year is in 
the field of book publishing. Tragically the Pentecostal 
movement is far behind in this area of publishing en- 
deavor. Our program for this year will not be vigorous but 
significant. Three books are already scheduled for publi- 
cation: a book of sermons and autobiography by Zeno C. 
Tharp, General Overseer; a book of evangelistic sermons 
by Ray H. Hughes, National Sunday School and Youth 
Director; and a book of Pentecostal treatises by Charles 
W. Conn, Editor-in-Chief. Two of these books are already 
being set in type. The third will appear later in the year. 
It is possible that more titles will be added to our list 
during the year. These three titles are frankly an experi- 
mental venture into the field of cloth-bound books of 
permanent value. In time to come we hope to have a 
thriving publishing business and a worthy list of Pente- 
costal publications. The year 1955 brought the publica- 
tion of Like a Mighty Army, a history of the Church of 
God, and 1956 will see still greater efforts. 

The success of this publishing venture will necessarily 
rest upon the response to it by our people. If you want 
your Church to publish books of permanent value, then 
you must purchase books when they are published. We 
can publish them only as there is a demand for them. 

In closing, I would like to mention that it is through 
the consecrated efforts of our editorial staff that any 
good will be accomplished in 1956. Department personnel 
are: Lewis J. Willis, outstanding Editor of The Lighted 
Pathway; W. Perdue Stanley, Editor of the Christian Chal- 
lenge Series, a thorough and conscientious scholar; Irene 
Wales and Geneva Carroll, Editors of the Sunday School 
literature, whose long years of capable services have con- 
tributed much to the development of;the department;

With such dedicated workers as 
these, 1956 should be a great year indeed for our publish- 
ing program.

FOR THE PAST FIVE YEARS, there has been 

a renewed interest in Sunday School work in Evangelical 

circles, but if Jesus tarries, this year promises the great- 

est Sunday School revival in the history of the movement. 
More Efficient Workers 

Sunday School teachers have 
come to realize that the task of 
teaching is a divine commission, 
and they are standing before their 
scholars in Christ’s stead. For this 
reason, there is a thirst among 
our workers for more training in 
order to acquire the “know how” 
for the task. More and more, it is 
revealed that the teacher is the 
major part of the success of any 
class. To meet the needs among 
our teachers, January has been 
designated as Training Month for 
1956. The new training course 
produced by our National Sunday School Department 
will be taught during this period. We are expecting 10,000 
teachers to be trained in 1956. This will also help to settle 
the teacher shortage problem. 

Classes rise and fall with the change of teachers. The 
reason is that some are trained and others are not. This 
program of training can change the face of many of our 
Sunday Schools. This will no doubt be the biggest single 
factor for Sunday School increases for this ensuing year. 
An efficient staff will mean more effective Sunday 
Schools. 

Improved Literature 

The Editorial Department of the Church of God is 
continually improving its Sunday School literature to 
meet the needs of the growing schools. Many new features 
have been added the past two years. 

The first quarter of 1956 will mark the beginning of 
our own graded-series lessons for beginners and primaries. 
No longer will the teacher have to struggle with uniform 
lessons that are not adaptable to these age levels. Because 
of a well-planned curriculum on the level of these schol- 
ars, I foresee better, well-rounded, indoctrinated Church 
of God young people for the future. 

Better Educational Buildings 


Many of our Sunday Schools have reached a saturation 
point because they have no more available space in which 
to properly instruct their scholars. If the space is pro- 
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vided, and the proper program is pursued; the people will 
come. 

Banks, chain stores, and public schools are expanding 
to keep pace with the population trends. The public 
schools are providing for secular knowledge which can 
only serve for this short span of life. What provision are 
we making for the eternal part of man? We cannot get 
the people if we do not have a place for them. For some 
churches to keep their present setup is only to hold the 
fort, which means eventual death. If Church of God pas- 
tors, teachers, and workers can be challenged to build 
departmentalized educational buildings, the increase in 
attendance and efficiency will be phenomenal. Sugges- 
tions and plans for expansion are available at the Na- 
tional Sunday School office. 


Plans to Win 

A gold mine at your own front door—yes, that is the 
Sunday School. Thousands of souls, each one worth more 
than the whole wide world, attend Church of God Sunday 
Schools every Sunday. We need not look any farther for 
evangelistic opportunities. Mechanical teaching must be 
replaced with a compassionate appeal for the salvation 
of these scholars. These scholars must then be brought 
into the fellowship of the Church. 

Each teacher must re-evaluate his work as a Sunday 
School teacher and realize that those who have been 
reached must be won if our Sunday Schools are to main- 
tain stable growth. For 1956 it is “every teacher an evan- 
gelist.” No one has a better opportunity to win people to 
Christ than a Sunday School teacher does. 

What will you do with that scholar that has been en- 
trusted to your care for the next fifty-two Sundays of this

THE CHURCH SEEMS to have felt the pulse 
of the aching heart of Jesus when He looked over the 
fields and said “They are white unto harvest,” “Pray 
ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he will send 
forth laborers.”

the office where we have spent hours in consultation;

Yes, I do believe 
that the Church in 1956 will fulfill the yearning found 
in the words of the sainted Apostle Paul “How can he 
preach except he be sent,” The Church will send those 
whom God has anointed and called.

Individual Giving 

There is a striking increase in the exercise of personal 
initiative in sponsoring native evangelism. Men and wom- 
en, church auxiliaries, and churches from many sections 
have asked “Can I support a national preacher?” The 
door has been opened to this end and as a result national 
preachers are being supported by individuals through the 
Missions Department until the impact of their message is 
being felt around the world. 1956 bids fair for a greater 
emphasis in this respect than ever before. 


Education 

National evangelism holds high priority in foreign mis- 
sions propaganda; but, for national evangelism to be suc- 
cessful, the evangelist must be trained. Hence, education 
constitutes the basic principles in the development of a 
potent ministerial force to face the onslaught of Satan’s 
host. The Church of God is well on its way with twenty- 
nine or thirty Bible Schools outside of continental United 
States. These schools are specifically for the training of 
the nationals whom God has called to the ministry of 
the Word; and it represents a lot of time, prayer, patience, 
study and preparation on the part of the missionary to 
establish the proper curriculum, and to select the proper 
students for student scholarships, assist them in their 
transportation, their housing, their food, and many, many 
other things too numerous to mention. 


Publication 


The “Literature for the Lost” program which is a must, 
has gotten well under way in 1955 and looks forward to 
1956 with greater possibilities than ever. 

The recently purchased printing press in Germany, by 
Pastor J. H. Hughes and the church, of Canton, Ohio, and 
one soon to be established in India, afforded by Brother 
G. R. Watson and the Riverside, Georgia, Church, togeth- 
er with the facilities in San Antonio, Texas, in the Latin 
American department, and our new modern printing 
plant in Cleveland, Tennessee, where the Sunday School 
literature the Evangel, tracts, et cetera, are printed in 
Spanish, and all are dedicated to a speed-up program 
for 1956. 

- The Evangel is now being printed in Malayalam, Ger- 
man, French, Spanish, Africaans, Italian and Portuguese, 
but we are only scratching the surface. We must all real- 
ize that “religious literature is the spearhead of world 
evangelism.” 

So, the Church has set her sails to do more than ever 
before in her history toward sending the gospel on the 
printed page in 1956.

I know you are interested in the children’s happiness, 
and this, in my thinking, will be one of the finest projects 
to promote their contentment. 

The second thing which I think will increase an interest 
in the Home is our plan to furnish films of the Home 
and children for those who have projectors. In these you 
may see the activities of the children as they go about 
their everyday work and play. Especially, we will come 
see you who are far away and do not have the opportunity 
to come see us. State Overseers or Youth Directors may 
contact the Home about films, and we will do our best to 
provide them as soon as possible. 

Another interest, we look forward to, is the organiza- 
tion of a Lamplighters Club. When you see your boys and 
girls participating in the Lamplighters Clubs in your local 
churches, you will see and understand the value they will 
derive from such an organizaion. We are looking for- 
ward to great achievements through the work of the Club, 
as God helps the leaders in promoting this great endeavor. 

Promotion day in Sunday School is another project that 
we plan to put in operation. Since Christian training is a 
paramount objective in the Home, we believe this will 
stimulate the children to grow spiritually as they grow 
chronologically and educationally. The interest of the 
children and their futures must be ours. today, for tomor- 
row may be too late.

WORLD EVENTS have made us think in new 
quantitative terms—-mass production and billions of dol- 
lars. In the realm of religion, we have viewed new geo- 
graphical horizons for the Church of God. Yet against 
this enlarged thinking, the job of 
educating our youth and the 
training of our clergy loses noth- 
ing of its immensity or its im- 
portance. For herein lie the issues 
of citizenship, of the democratic 
way of life, of economic better- 
ment, and of spiritual achieve- 
ment for our people. 

Lee College has an indispensa- 
ble and unique place to océupy in 
the field of Christian Education. 
Fundamental to all programs is its 
status as a Church of God institu- 
tion. The values which it holds 
must lie in certain areas of spe- 
cialization and in those traits which set the college apart 
as a distinctive institution with a unique role to per- 
form. 

Lee College needs more funds for endowment and for 
scholarships in order to live up to her unique function. 
This is true because the purchasing dollar yields approx- 
imately forty-five per cent less than a few years ago. But 
first must come the vision, the ideals, and the consecra- 
tion to the service of youth, and Church, and country. 
Without vision, money or buildings would be of less last- 
ing consequence. It has been reported that one state has 
expressed great concern for the financial needs of Lee 
College and the brethren are pledging their support to 
raise much needed funds in order that higher levels of 
excellence may be attained. 

It is impossible to predict with accuracy how the pres- 
ent enrollment trend will continue. There are some indi- 
cations that our enrollment will experience a decided in- 
crease in the next few years. We have a right to expect 
that our great days are yet to come, and that we may 
be part of a vital movement for a greater and better Lee! 

It is for this compelling reason that I recommend that 
there be authorized, whenever the Church feels the time 
is proper, 2 drive for increased funds to support Lee Col- 
lege. 

For convenience some of the plans of the administra- 
tion are summarized below. 

1. The careful supervision of all matters pertaining to 
financial and business affairs of the institution on the 
campus under the Business Manager, responsible to the 
President of the college, making possible a more efficient 
handling of all of these affairs, and more readily secur- 
ing the advantages of proper budgetary control. The 
proper handling of the financial affairs of the institution 
makes possible the successful achievement of some of the 
major purposes for which the school exists. 

2. The general renovation and modernizing of the 
campus buildings, and restoration of the grounds so that, 
whatever the future may bring forth, we shall have taken 
care of the properties entrusted to us and shall have 
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made them serviceable through future days of prosperity 
or adversity. 

3. The employment of the best possible instructional 
personnel in order to make sure that scholarly productivi- 
ty is as good as possible. 

4. The inauguration of a campaign for securing monies 
for the strengthening of Lee College. This should be a 
multiple campaign for endowment, for scholarships, and 
for the pressing necessity of remodeling, redecorating, 
and re-furnishing buildings for usefulness to the insti- 
tution. 

5. The development of new and broader areas of edu- 
cational services of Lee College in fields in which Lee can 
render leadership of distinctive value. Investigation is 
being made and plans formulated for basic courses to be 
added leading to other professions, for example, a pre- 
nursing program. An objective is to strengthen the mis- 
sions emphasis and to broaden the Bible College, a di- 
vision destined for great expansion in the years ahead. 

Whatever may be the outcome, Lee College, through 
cooperative planning and endeavor, expects to assume the 
calculated responsibility which is necessary to live up to 
the great demands required to fulfill in spirit and truth 
“God’s School for God’s Business.”

The beneficial effects of this new plan will definitely be 
felt in 1956. 


The Pilot 


The Pilot will also make its contribution to more ef- 
fective young people’s services in 1956. Aiming to provide 
program material that is adaptable to churches of all 
sizes, this manual promises to find its way into the hands 
of more and more of our youth leaders. 1956 promises to 
show a fine increase in the circulation of this publication. 

Several youth program features in 1956 will lead the 
way to greater youth participation and more effective 
youth training. One of these new features is the observ- 
ance, for the first time, of National Youth Week (April 
16-22, 1956) in The Church of God. With a program built 
around an appealing theme, with a week completely 
filled with activities designed especially for the spiritual 
and social benefits of our young people, and with oppor- 
tunity for wide youth participation, this new youth feature 
promises to make the local church youth program in 1956 
more appealing than ever to our young people.

While this is true, I assure you that The 
Church of God Publishing House shall endeavor to keep 
its prices well-adjusted and as low as possible for the 
quality of merchandise produced.

ferings, Y.P.E. offerings and surplus tithes, putting them 
all together for the cause of missions. What an upsurge 
if every Church would do that! 

Tremont Avenue, Greenville, South Carolina, Church, 
with pastor James L. Slay, unanimously voted to take the 
whole country of Angola as their project for 1956 and al- 
ready have over $6,000 in cash and pledges. 

The Middletown, Ohio, Church, with pastor D. A. Biggs, 
has already raised approximately $4,000. Brother Biggs 
stated in the last Board meeting that his church would 
give $1,000 payable before the budget meeting in June to 
open three mission stations in the Republic of Colombia, 
South America. 

The North Cleveland Church, with pastor Floyd Tim- 
merman, has set its goal at $10,000 for missions this year 
and has already passed the $8,000 figure in cash and 
pledges. 

The East Chattanooga Church, with pastor T. R. Morse, 
in addition to other foreign missions endeavors, is laying 
plans to promote the work in the Philippine Islands and 
to build a church or two in the Republic of Haiti. 

Numbers of State Overseers have written to this office 
stating their enthusiasm about foreign missions, and have 
declared that, to them, this will be their banner year. 

State youth directors with their youth organizations, 
as well as the National Youth Board have laid plans for 
world progress in gospel propagation. World evangelism 
is their urge; they have good eyes. “Poor eyes limit your 
sight, poor vision limits your deeds,” thus, with good eyes 
you have good sight, and with good vision you have good 
deeds. This appears to be their slogan for 1956.

Deputational men in the Missions Department is at a 
premium. The foreign missions field representative, mis-
